The project area 1s located on the Uxbridge Rod & Gun Club property
located off West Road in Uxbridge, Massachusetts. An open waterbody,
identified as Lee Reservoir, is located on-site. This pond is stocked yearly
with trout by the Club, for the purpose of offering recreational fishing for its
members, However, the shallow pond depth, extensive aquatic vegetation,
and invasive Myriophyllum spp., results in warm water temperatures during
summer months, effectively precluding the survival of trout populations past
a single fishing season, due to elevated temperatures and reduced dissolved
oxygen.

The proposed Habitat Revitalization would occur within the southern
and southeastern portions of the L.ee Reservoir. The specific project area was
chosen to remain primarily outside the northern and central areas that have
been identified by the Natural Heritage and Endangered Species Program
(NHESP) as supporting rare or endangered species. Only a temporary
disturbance due to water draw down would affect a small portion of this
NHESP habitat.

As proposed, the identified portion of Lee Reservoir would be subject to
dredging, in order to create deep water habitat more conducive to long-term
trout utilization. Further description as to the extent, methods, potential
impacts, and mitigating measures associated with this dredging project 1s
provided by the accompanying Narrative of Biological Impact and other
supporting material.
